A lot 
of us were in the poverty level so, in order to sustain ourselves, 
school was sandwiched between such jobs as pre-dawn delivery of the 
newspaper and the mowing of lawns, selling magazines, ’Jiffy* band- 
ages, or Cloverine salve. 

But for those of us who made it through the War, the hardships 
endured and conquered made us better citizens. 

And now, regardless of how far we have strayed, we recognize the 
unhurried ambience of Proctor lifestyle as a treasured tradition, 
and the magnet that draws us home. 

So our Golden Anniversary Reunion is a milestone in our life

1939 Vintage Year For Movies 


NEW YORK (AP) — In 1939, as 
Britain and France challenged the 
German war machine, and Admiral 
Richard Byrd made his third expe- 
dition to the icy vastness of Antarc- 
tica, America went to the movies. 

And oh, what movies they were. 

Never had Hollywood seen such 
a single year, a year bursting with 
delicious and memorable screen 
treats, including "Gone With the 
Wind, 1 * "The Wizard of Oz,” 
"Wuthering Heights" and "Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington." It was 
like dropping a starving child in 
the middle of an ice cream jungle 
with 26 flavors dangling from 
Vines. 

There was John Wayne riding 
tall in "Stagecoach,” his first major 
feature, Laurence Olivier and 
Merle Oberon left audiences 
breathless as.Heatheliff and Cathy 
in "Wuthering Heights," They 
were "torn with desire" and 
"twisted with hate!” Robert Donat 
played the shy schoolmaster in the 
sloshy and sentimental "Goodbye, 
Mr. Chips," with Greer Garson in 
her screen debut. 

Meanwhile, James Stewart tried 
to inject intelligence, decency and 
some good old common sense into 
Congress in Frank Capra's "Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington," 
(Smith: "I wouldn't give you two 
cents for all your fancy rules if be- 
hind them they didn't have a little 


bit of plain, ordinary kindness and 
a little looking out for the other 
fella.") 

And there was the timeless fanta- 
sy, "The Wizard of Oz," which has 
touched practically every child in 
America. It was directed by Victor 
Fleming, who also was a director 
on 1939 T s most spectacular movie, 
and indeed, one of the most popu- 
lar films of all time, "Gone With 
the Wind," which won eight Acad- 
emy Awards. 

It was a time when more than 50 
percent of the population regularly 
went to the cinema, and more than 
500 pictures came out each year. It 
was a time when Americans talked 
about going to "the movies.” 
Today, one goes to see — with any 
luck — "a movie." And that one 
movie might be only 90 minutes 
long and not very good. 

In 1939, when the studio system 
was at its height, churning out mo- 
tion pictures to satisfy a moviego- 
ing public, magic came to Holly- 
wood, How such grand movies all 
came out at the same time and 
managed to survive the. years and 
become among the best ever made 
Is as magical as Dorothy's trip to 
Oz. 

Bette Davis had four hits that 
year: "Juarez," with Paul Muni, 
Claude Rains and John Garfield; 
"The Old Maid," with Miriam Hop- 
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kins and George Brent; "The Pri- 
vate Lives of Elizabeth and Essex," 
with Errol Flynn and Olivia de 
Havilland; and the three-hanky 
"Dark Victory," with George Brent 
and Humphrey Bogart. 

♦ She received an Oscar nomina- 
tion for her role in the last of these 
as Judith, the society girl who is 
dying of a brain tumor: "Nothing 
can hurt us now. What we have 
can't be destroyed. That's our vic- 
tory — our victory over the dark. It 
is a victory because we're not 
afraid," 

"The Women," based on Clare 
Booth Luce's stage comedy, fea- 
tured an all-female cast which in- 
cluded Rosalind Russell, Joan 
Crawford, Norma Shearer, Joan 
Fontaine and Paulette Goddard. 

Other star vehicles included 
Greta Garbo in the Ernst Lubitsch 
sparkling confection, "Ninotchka." 
The comedy was a departure for 
the oh-so-serious Garbo and one 
studio hypesters proclaimed, 
"Garbo laughs!" 

The leggy and sultry Marlene 
Dietrich changed Westerns forever 
in "Destry Rides Again." Said one 
critic: "Marlene Dietrich standing 
on a bar in black net stockings 
belting out *See What the Boys in 
the Back Room Will Have* was a 
greater work of art than the Venus 
de Milo." 

Somewhat less flashy — and 


fleshy — was Irene Dunne in the 
romance, "Love Affair," with 
Charles Boyer; Edna May Oliver in 
"Drums Along the Mohawk”; the 
Hal Roach production of John 
Steinbeck’s "Of Mice and Men,” 
with Burgess Meredith and Lon 
Chaney Jr.; Gary Cooper, David 
Niven and Broderick Crawford in 
"The Real Glory,” a tale of soldiers 
of fortune; and George Steven's 
treatment of the Rudyard KipHng 
poem s "Gunga Din." Cary Grant, 
Victor McLaglen and Douglas Fair- 
banks Jr. starred as "the stalwart, 
lusty, swaggering sergeants three.” 

The year gave film fans "Babes 
in Arms,” "Intermezzo," "Beau 
Geste," "The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame," "The Man in the Iron 
Mask" and "The Rains Came,” an 
almost forgotten disaster spectacu- 
lar set in India during the days of 
the Raj. It starred Myrna Loy, Ty- 
rone Powell and George Brent and 
received an Oscar nomination for 
Alfred Newman's musical score. 

Finally, it was another grand 
year for those classic clowns, Stan 
Laurel and Oliver Hardy. Their Hal 
Roach romp, "Chump at Oxford," 
had some of the most memorable 
comic bits in Hollywood history: 
the butler and maid routine and 
Laurel's impersonation of Lord 
Paddington.

"robbed”. Doughnuts and cider was distributed, beginning with 
the Seniors, downward . By the time the servants reached us, 
the supply of doughnuts had run low, and they made us go without 
ref reshme nts . 

In the latter part of the winter our class became the runners- 
up in the Freshmen Basketball Tournament at W. Rutland. 

Our team was beaten by B.R.A. in the close scoreof 25-21, This 
was probably the beginning of the gtfeat sports career for the 
boys of the class who have since won renoun as varsity players, 
and for this early, fine beginning goes all of their thanks

to Mr, Call, whom we all like very much. 

The last big event of that year was the class party given for 
our sister class, then the juniors or the class of 37 - which was held 
in the early spring. 

In the coming and going of exams, most of us survived and 
thus won our birth as sophmores.

THE CLAES OF 1939 B.C. (Before Computers) 

It has been said that there are Three Apes of Woman: youth, middleage, and you-haven't- 
changed-n-bit. But change is the name of the game. Consider. The year 1939, when we 
graduated from high uchool, was before the Pill and the population explosion, which went 
hand in hand, so to epeak. 

Ue were before television. (Who onn even imagine a TV-less world?) Before penicillin, 
polio shots, ontihioticp, credit cards, enow tires, hula hoops and Frisbees. Before frozen 
foods, nylon, Dacron, Xerox, end contact lenses. 

We were before red nr end bnllpoint pens. For us, time-sharing meant togetherness, 
certainly not condominium a, nnd a chip was a piece of wood, hardware was hardware and software 
wasn't even a word, 

We wore before commercial air trnvol — transatlantic flight belonged to Lindberg and 
Amelin Earhart. Before LoOuardia, 0"Hare and JFK airports and most tunnels. 

We were before panty hone nnd drip-dry clothes. Before ice makers and clothes dryers 
snd electric blankets. Before Hawaii and Alaska became states. Before men wore long hair 
and earrings and before women wore pants and tuxedos. 

We were before Leonard Bernstein, Yogurt, Ann Landers, plastics, hair dryers, the 40- 
hour work week and pre-mnrital sex (or so we said). Anyway, in our day, we got married and 
THEN lived together. Wo were bofore Batman, "The Grapes of Wrath", Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer and Snoopy.

our pnrtners hold us close nnd double dip. When Ray Noble played "The Very Thought of You" 
on hia piano, we melted. We plnyed thick 78 RPM records with cactus needles that always 
needed sharpening. We had Tononnini, snddle shoes, raccoon coatB and convertibles with 
rumble sente. 

Where, oh where, are the snows of yesteryear? Gone with the Gold Dust Twins, Swan Soap 
nnd the Edsel. Like Kurt Vonnogut's Billy Pilgrim* I've become unstuck in time. I'm a 
misfit. I don't go in for consciousness-raising or sensitivity training. I don't like to 
Jog, I don't know how to pump my own gas. My legs are white and my stockings are brown when 

the opposite is the style. The man I live with is my husband, and after 4o years he's still 

the same one. How embarrassing ... end how wonderful!!! 
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Who would have thought . . . 

...that basketball would no longer be the be-all and 
end-all of sports? 

...that football .would be replaced by the then-unknown 
game of soccer? 

...that the Central Building (our beloved old fire trap) 
would disappear? 

...that a-^new High School would arise between first and 
third of the old baseball diamond?

LONELINESS? 

We seniors think and sometimes talk about loneliness. That's a very treacherous 
word because it is such a convenient catch-all for so many other conditions. One of 
the dictionary's definitions of alone is "solitary". This is a word and a state which 
should be examined with careful suspicion because of the ease with which it can be used 
by our age group. The kids would call it a "cop-out". 

Admittedly, solitude and isolation are often unavoidable, but those alone do not 
justify being identified as loneliness. There are avenues of escape in the form of 
personal, private adventures, forays into new and challenging worlds, and the variety 
available is challenging, indeed. 

All too often, the cage of percieved loneliness is self -constructed and self- 
maintained. Breaking out of this cage does take a little effort but the instant rewards 
are more than worth it. My father, when he was eighty-five and could no longer read, got 
a ham license and made friends all over the world. Someone I know patiently trained 
wild cardinals to come into the house and perch over the sink while she did the dishes. 

A neighbor has gone back to college at seventy-two! They are definitely not lonely. 

Our age group is the most experienced army of survivors, with the best judgment, 
the most imagination, and a wealth of inner resources no one else has had the time to 
acquire, and best of all, the time and freedom to tap many of these resources. Isn't 
it a little astonishing that more of us don't take advantage of this? 

Yes, I have become more than a little suspicious of that word, loneliness, because 
it does seem that often it conceals other words such as boredom, apathy, withdrawal, 
depression, and (you'll not like this) laziness. Is it possible that loneliness, like 
needless aging, is something we often impose on ourselves?
